Unless the Study Group 
is able to move forward rapidly, I will have to abandon the joint 
approach and accomplish the study within my own resources. I 
recognize the value of solving problems jointly, nevertheless, the 
importance of resource decisions facing us justifies a considerably 
larger effort than is currently being expended. 
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
